Comfortable Weather Even ia the 
Summer- Time.

Sr. AuGustine, Fla., Sept. 11.—The North-

The va- 
riations in the thermometer are 
usually between 75 anc 8 during the day and 
night; and there has been a good cool 
breeze every day for the past two months.

PROBABLY NO SINGLE CAUSE, BUT MANY 
COMBINED. 


The habit of driving to whicd I bave alluded has 
undoubtedly done much towards bringing about 
this result. But this aloue is not sufficient. Aad 
I am constrained to believe that we owe much 
of the shape and stride which ‘istinguish our 
best trotters to a larger or smaller infusion of 
Canadian blood, derived from the early importa- 
tions of Norman horses into Canada, which have 
been improved in size and — by the soil 
and climate of their new nome.

Ali the 
descendants of Henry Clay (whose sire was Long 
Isiand Biackhawk, and whose dam was Surry, a 
mare of great speed from Canada, especially 
the get of Cassius M. Clay a son of Henry), have 
the thick Jow!, and heavy ear, and round mus- 
cle, and thick sinews, and coarse-grained foot 
of the family from which their mother 
Sprang. How the Morrilis show it, even 
when brought down to Young Morrill, and 
througb him,that wonderful Steve Freach mare, 
te the pair of princes—Fearnaught and Fear- 
naught Jr.! ow apparent it was in Hiram 
Drew! Sometimes there is enough of it to make 
them faint, and sometimes just enongh to send 
them along. So Pilot, “a genuine Canuck,” 
came over into the States and stirred up the 
thorough-bieed to the extentof Pilot Jr., and 
bis ro son Joho Morgan, and rushing 
daughter, dam of Mambrino Pilot.

ing of horses is a dificult and doubtful business. 
The horse holds a position in the scaie of being 
which makes him pecullariy sensitive, from his 
embryo life upward, to all surround influ- 
ences. The fact that but a few generations are 
necessary to chauge almost his entire structure 
in order to conform to a change of climate and 
soil is sufficient evidence of the ease with which 
his race may be modified by the accidents about 
him, or by the designs of his master. 
Suffolk pies, short-borned cattle, terrier pu 
can be bred to order. Not so the horse. He 
is a bundle of forces, moral and physical, 
either class of which may be disturbed by infiu- 
ences almost beyond our control. A calm, cour- 
ageous, docile, intelligent m bearing a colt 
sired by a stallion equally well balanced with 
berseif, may be subjected to sudden fright: she 
may tall into bad hands and be lashed tu mad- 
ness while pregoant; sbe may have her atten- 
tion fixed upon some ignobie companion, and 
the character of ber offspring be so different 
from ber own or that of itssire that she is 
ashamed of it (or ought to be), and ber owner 

espises it. Every man knows that some fami- 
ilies of horses are — broken to harness, in 
fact have a natural gift in that direction, and 
take kindly to the strap and the shaft; and that 
other families are rebellious and violent and 
almost untamabie. Now, these qualities may 
easily be transmitted. and tney muy easily be 
destroyed. A rough master may upset the 
virtues of generations and unexpectedly tind 
himself the owner of a coit inspired with all the 
wildness and savagery of its remote ancestors.

As a rule it may be said the borse should never 
stand with his forefeet in the stable upon a 
wooden floor: nor should be stand upon earth 
so saturated with water as to keep his feet 
damp and sott. He should stand upon brick or 
stoue, either of which under almost all ciroum- 
stances, and especially if a little moistened, will 
be cooler to the foot and will protect it against 
bet dried up to brittleness and contraction. 
The forefoot of every horse worked in cities or 
on the road, and everywhere except upon 
common labor ot the farm, should be cleaned 
every moraing properly; not with a flood of 
cold water, but with a wet cloth or sponge, and 
with this treatment there should be applied that 
mixture of tar and honey and lard pown as 
* Miles’ Ointment for tne Horse’s Foot.“ Thus 
treated there is no doubt whatever that the 
horse's foot will endure the wear and tear of 
many years, and will also endure bad shoe- 
ing for which almost every nation on earth 
seems to be distinguished.

Rock IL. AND, Sept. 10.— The third annual 
convention of the Liquor Dealers’ and Man- 
ufacturers’ Stdte Protective Association met 
this morning in the Armory Hall, which was 
gayly decorated with streamers and colored 
cards on which were printed moctoes in favor 
of wine, beer, and personal liberty. In one 
corner was established what Chesterfield 
Mackin called the “nickel movement.” It 
was an extemporaneous beer-bar, at whose 
shrine the thirsty delegates frequently wor- 
shiped, and the rattle of the glasses was a 
musical interlude of considerable frequency 
during the mornme session. The State is 
divided into four districts, with a total rep- 
resentation of 190 delegates, of which fifty- 
four came from Cook County. 

The small-bore politician was out in pretty 
full force, and with few exceptions his affilia- 
tions were with the Democratic party.

Special Disvatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

Orrawa, Sept. 19.—The official returns re- 
ceived at the Crown Timber Office up to 
this date would seem to indicate that this 
season’s cut of timber in this district will be 
unprecedentedly large. It is expected that 
the lumber sawed at the Chaudiere Mills will 
amount to over 250,000,000 feet, or about 
4,000,000 feet more than last year. Onecause 
of this is the unusually high water im the 
Ottawa and its tributaries during the past 
summer.

A bill was filed yesterday in the Superior 
Court by William Corse McArthur, Assignee of 
Wanonfried Brothers, the bankrupt liquor mer- 
chant, against Sherif!’ Mann, Julia Wannfried, 
Schulein Brothers, and Waunfried Brothers, to 
set aside an alleged fraudulent confession of 
udgment. He says that in December, 1651, the 
Wannt leds commenced business as wholesale 
liquor dealers, and bought a large amount of 
stuck on long time, for the sole purpose, as is 
charged, of defrauding their creditors. Before 
yeas, bills fell due they confessed judgment 

ll, 1882, in favor of Schulein Brathers 
$6,561 on certain notes orig- 
inally made to Julia Wannfri 
and by der assigned to the Schuleins. The As- 
signee charges this was part of a conspiracy: 
that the Schuleins were non-residents of this 
State, so that no service of process could be 
made on them to stup the execution; and that 
the Schuleins were not bona-fide hoiders of the 
notes for value, but were only trustees of Mrs. 
annfried, the wife of one of the debtors. 
nder the execution issued on this judgment 
the Sheriff seized the stock of anufried 
Brothers, worth $10,000, and indorsed the execu- 
tion as satistied.

THE REV. HOFFMAN. 


Charges of Gross immortality upon 
Which He Is to Be Tried by the 
Methodist Conference at Lincoln, III. 

Special Dispatch to Chico Tribune. 

LINCOLN, III., Sept. 19.—The Illinois Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
will convene in this city tomorrow morning 
at9o’clock. About 150 ministers have al- 
ready arrived, and at least fifty more are ex- 
pected tomorrow. Bishop W. H. Warren ar- 
rived this afternoon. Matters of unusual in- 
terest will come before the conference, con- 
spicuous among which will be the trial of the 
Rev. H. O. Hotfman, of Bloomington, for 
immoral conduct, and the Rev. James Miller, 
of Urbana, for heresy, charges having been 
filed against both. There is some difference 
of opinion as to whether Hoffman should 
be tried in open conference or before a spe- 
cial committee. The prevailing sentiment 
seems to be in favor of trial by committee. 

It will be remembered that Hoffman was 
pastor of the First M. E. Church of Bloom- 
ton, having been sent to that charge three 
years agofrom Decatur, where he was pastor 

Stapp’s Chapel. Ile served the Blooming- 

toh congregation with eminent satisfaction 
for two years. Being brilliant, logical, and 
eloquent, he became a great favorit, and was 
retained for the third year. Soon after this 
year had begun it began to be common talk 
that Hoffman was intimate with Zetella C. 
Robinson, a young girl from the country town 
of Holder, a few miles east of Bloomington, 
who finally preferred against him charges 
of immoral conduct. An investigation fol- 
lowed in February last, and Hoffman was 
declared guilty and a successor appointed to 
fill his pulpit. lie appealed to the confer- 
ence, and before that body will be confronted 
with a voluminous bill of charges, includ- 
ing those made against him in February and 
many others of like tenor. 

The case creates widespread interest. 
Hoffman has long been one of the celebrities 
of the church, and has held pastorates in 
Quincy, Decatur, Rushville, Hillsboro, and 
other cities besides Il mington. His wife 
who for many years had been a confirmed 
and much-suffering invalid, died afew weeks 
ago. Following are
